Needless to say, a good 
utensil should stand without tipping when empty and be well balanced 
for easy handling when full. 


The material of which a utensil is made is important, too. Certain 
materials deteriorate in reaction with natural food acids, and minute I 
particles find their way into food. While this may not be detrim ental to 
health, still who wishes to eat a portion of saucepan with his dinner? 
Rapid deterioration also means th at the utensil will not last as long as it 
should.

an interview in October Cosmopoli­ 
tan. “I spent four years of my life 
and a good deal of money under the 
impression th a t I was preparing 
myself for an intelligent, useful, re­ 
munerative career. Now I seem un­ 
able to convince anyone that I am 
orepared for anything of the kind. 
“The head of a large oil company 
told me that college degrees come 
a dime a dozen these days and B.A.’s 
are practically worthless. Unless a 
man is a natural-born salesman, 
there’s no place for a B.A. in indus­ 
try. Industry needs specialists and 
technicians, not youngsters whose 
educations seemed to have been de­ 
signed to fit them for the life of re­ 
tired business men.” 
The 
fact that students 
come 
through modern college educations 
without knowing what they want to 
do is the most serious indictment 
which can be drawn against such 
education today, according to Par­ 
nell. “The cold, unpleasant truth is,” 
he says, “colleges are not particu­ 
larly interested in what becomes of 
their alumni. So long as an under­ 
graduate pays his tuition, observes 
certain rules of conduct and makes 


% passing grade, the college is satis­ 
fied. They leave the student, at a 
period when he badly needs advice, 
to flounder through four college 
years in the pious hope that he will 
eventually learn to keep his head 
above the water in the world out­ 
side.”

Parnell militantly declares that 
what colleges need is scientific vo­ 
cational guidance. The student’s 
freshman year, he says, “usually an 
academic waste,” should be devoted 
to the single task of discovering 
each individual’s ultimate field of 
endeavor, and the remaining years 
to training in the fundamentals of 
that field, plus enough related sub­ 
jects to produce a balanced educa­ 
tion.
